Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The amendment includes numerous limitations 
which were not previously present in the claims including the power of the laser beam. These would require further consideration, 
particularly as these relate to a specific sensitivity and it is not clear what combinations of first and second recording layers and in what 
conditions, these sensitivity requyirements would be met.. The thickness limitations were previously only considered with respect to claims 
22 and those dependent upon it and now the applicant attempts to add it to independent claim 1 as well. Further, the NA and wavelength 
limitations were not previously in claim 22 or those dependent upon it. and the amendment attempts to add these limitations. If these 
were added at least the rejections not including claims 2,3 32 and 34 would be obviated. The examiner notes that Mizushima et al. uses 
recording powere of 3.5 and 7.0 mW, Hosada et al. '218 uese 5.0 mW, Inuoue et al. J Appl. Phys uses 5-6 mW and Kobayashi et al. uses 
1 5 mW. Further, the applicant identifies tfour other copending applications which may be relevant to the prosecution of this application.
